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Memorial Day 
stays under 
new school 
calendar

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County high-schoolers will 
graduate on June 6 and 
Memorial Day will remain a 
holiday under a school cal¬ 
endar approved by board 
members Thursday evening. 

School board members 
approved reducing the num¬ 
ber of instructional days in 
the current school year from 
172 to 170 in order to make 
sure students finish by the 
end of the first week in June. 

Following advice from 
District Curriculum 

Coordinator Jim Ward, board 
members avoided turning 
Memorial Day — May 26 — 
into a regular school day 
because it could have created 
headaches for end-of-year 
testing. 

Because of the large num¬ 
ber of weather days taken in 
the district this year — 21 as 
of March 27 — Memorial 
Day now falls in an awkward 
place inside the school year’s 
testing window, Ward 
explained. 

If administrators begin 
testing at the ideal time and 
Memorial Day is turned into 
a school day, they would 
have to test on Memorial 
Day, when many students are 
likely to miss, Ward said. 
That would result in many 
makeup tests and less posi¬ 
tive “momentum” for high 
scores, he said. 

Board members agreed to 
leave Memorial Day avail¬ 
able as a makeup day if the 
district winds up having to 
take any other disaster days 
before the end of the year. 

Board members also 
approved an override of a 
district policy, allowing Fort 
Logan High School and

STANFORD — An abandoned 
home on Goshen Road burned for 
a while Sunday night before a 
Lincoln County Sheriff’s deputy 
spotted the fire and called it in 
shortly before 1 a.m. Monday. 

The fire was contained in about 
an hour once it was reported, but it 
took the full force of the Stanford 
Fire Department and tanker trucks 
from every Lincoln County fire 
station to put it out, Stanford Fire 
Chief Scott Maples said. 

“Once we got there on-scene, it 
had already vented and was com¬ 
ing through the rood of the 
house,” Maples said. “It was a 
pretty big fire; it had been burning 
for a while.” 

Maples said it didn’t appear that 
anyone was home in nearby resi¬ 
dences, which could have con¬ 
tributed to the delay in reporting 
the fire. 

The house, which was “pretty 
much” completely destroyed by 
the fire, was unoccupied and had 
no utilities turned on, but was still 
fully furnished, Maples said. 

The county tanker trucks were

County grand jury has 
indicted three people on an 
organized crime charge for 
allegedly engaging in a plan 
to steal and resell retail mer¬ 
chandise. 

Somerset residents 

Timothy J. Crabtree, 24, and 
Rebecca Goodin, 20; and 
Monticello resident Shawn J. 
Gregory, 19, allegedly par¬ 
ticipated in the “theft or 
acquisition of retail mer¬ 
chandise for the purpose of 
reselling such stolen proper¬ 
ty or merchandise” on Nov. 
12, according to the indict¬ 
ment. 

Stanford Detective Joe 
Gilliland is the investigating 
officer. Gilliland was not 
immediately available for a 
comment on the case. Bail 
for the three was set at 
$25,000 cash and an arraign¬ 
ment was scheduled for 10 
a.m. April 25.

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County’s Relay for Life has 
been recognized by the Mid- 
South Division of the 
American Cancer Society as 
one of the most outstanding 
events in the six-state divi¬ 
sion. 

Leslie Hammer of 
Somerset, representative for 
the Mid-South Division, pre¬ 
sented Lincoln County 
Relay for Life chair Donya 
Saylor, co-chair Sally Lynch 
and other local committee 
members the divisions Top 
Per Capita Award Thursday 
during a luncheon at the 
Stanford Christian Church. 

“I was very excited and 
proud that Lincoln County 
won such a prestigious 
award,” said Saylor. 
“Lincoln County has always 
had a very successful Relay. 
I think the success is due to 
the tremendous support from 
our teams, committee and 
community. I would like to 
thank everyone for their hard 
work and dedication to con¬ 
tinue the fight against can¬ 
cer.” 

Lincoln County was ranked 
tops among the 573 events 


held in the Mid-South 
Division - Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, 

Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi - during 2013 in 
terms of funds raised per 
capita (dollars per person) 
for populations under 
35,000, raising a total of 
$116,000 during last year’s 
Relay for Life event. 

“Lincoln County is the 
most generous and caring 
community, and they (local 
committee) work so hard 
each year to making the 
event a success,” Hammer 
said. “I can tell you that 
nobody works harder at 
making something happen 
than this committee. They 
are so dedicated to the cause 
and they have such wonder¬ 
ful support from volunteers 
and the community.” 

And Hammer said the 
Lincoln County Relay for 
Life comes through in good 
economic times and bad.

shore — in this case pool end 
to pool end — and back again. 

Such antics might sound 
more likely to occur at sum¬ 
mer camp, but the competition 
was actually the culminating 
event of a program designed to 
force gifted and talented stu¬ 
dents to improve their leader¬ 
ship skills, said Stacy Story, 
the high school administrator 
who organized the program. 

Stoiy said the “C2-it” pro¬ 
gram — the “C2” stands for 
creativity and collaboration — 
was contrived in response to 
data showing students 
involved in the high schools 
“Red Zone 4” area were some¬ 
what lacking in leadership 
skills such as creativity, collab¬ 
oration and problem-solving. 

Prior to actually being put 
into teams and building their 
boats, students participated in 
three weeks of workshops that 
trained them in those specific 
areas. 

“Our students don’t know 
what to think, really. We’ve 
had some students who ... 
they’ve complained a little bit 
and then we have students 
who are very excited because 
they just don’t know what to 
expect,” Stoiy said. “.. .When 
you get that, you know you’ve 
pushed them outside the box, 
which is what we need to be 
doing more of.” 

Story said C2-it was 
designed to push the partici¬ 
pating students beyond their 
comfort zones and hopefully 


get them to build up skills they 
wouldn’t otherwise build up. 

“That’s what problem-solv¬ 
ing is, and that’s what creativ¬ 
ity is, and that’s what collabo¬ 
ration is — you are put in sit¬ 
uations where you don’t know 
what to expect and it makes 
you feel a little uncomfort¬ 
able,” she said. “How you 
react to that many times deter¬ 
mines your success. 

“(If) you react to it with an 
open mind and you just tackle 


it and go after it, just doing the 
best you can do, you usually 
are a lot more successful.” 

Teachers and administrators 
who volunteered as facilita¬ 
tors for the teams said they 
witnessed that growth in stu¬ 
dents first-hand as the project 
progressed. 

“We had a rocky start,” said 
Jenny Putnam, a chemistry 
and physical science teacher 
who coached the team that 
built the Pinta Santa Maria. 


“It’s nice to see them come 
together and throw ideas 
around, take leadership roles 
and use their creativity — and 
leam more about recycling as 
well.” 

Jim Ward, a district admin¬ 
istrator who helped “Team 
Titanic,” said it was very 
rewarding to watch the stu¬ 
dents cooperate via the differ¬ 
ent sub-groups set up inside 
each team. 

Every team had a research 


team, a design team, a con¬ 
struction crew and people 
with other specific jobs, such 
as the foreman, whose job it 
was to oversee the whole 
operation and ensure the dif¬ 
ferent groups were communi¬ 
cating well. 

“The biggest thing that I 
was so pleased with was the 
way the teams talked and 
worked together,” Ward said. 
“It was very pleasing to 
watch.”

New contract would cap health 
dept, spending on school nurses

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board of 
Health has proposed a 
change to its nursing con¬ 
tract with the school district 
that would cap the board’s 
required local annual contri¬ 
butions to the program at 
$ 120 , 000 . 

The Lincoln County 
Health Department has been 
losing money for three years 
on the school nursing pro¬ 
gram, which currently pro¬ 
vides nine registered nurses 
and one licensed practical 
nurse for the district’s 10 
schools, said Eva Stone, 
school health coordinator. 

In order to make sure the 
program can continue in the 
future without bankrupting 
the health department, the 
health board unanimously 
approved a modified con¬ 
tract April 1 that would end 
what Stone described as a 
“black hole” for spending. 

A large portion of costs for 
the school health program 
are covered by reimburse¬ 
ments through Medicaid. 
Under the current and previ¬ 


ous nursing contracts, the 
school district and health 
department split all costs 
beyond those reimburse¬ 
ments 50/50, no matter how 
great those costs were, Stone 
explained. 

As reimbursement 

amounts “plummeted” over 
the past three years thanks to 
“managed care,” the costs of 
the program began to weigh 
on the health department’s 
budget, she said. 

“We’ve been struggling to 
stay afloat for the last few 
years,” Stone said. 

The amended contract still 
needs to be approved by the 
board of education before it 
would become final. 

Forrest Calico, the chair¬ 
man of Lincoln County’s 
Coordinated School Health 
Coalition and board of 
health member, said capping 
the annual cost for the health 
department at $120,000 will 
help make sure the school 
health program can remain 
in place. 

“By far, school health is 
the most important public 
health program for young 
people,” Calico said. “This 
was the best that we could do 


to not hurt the students and 
give the best opportunity for 
a future of the program.” 

Calico said the $120,000 
figure will work for the com¬ 
ing school year, but won’t 
necessarily be the right 
amount in future years. 

“Public funding for health 
is so in flux now that we 
can’t really look any further 
ahead,” he said. 

Stone said it’s possible 
that even with the cap in 
place, there won’t have to be 
any reductions made in the 
program. But that depends 
on how much in reimburse¬ 
ments Lincoln County gets 
by the end of the school year. 

The program uses govern¬ 
ment reimbursement funds 
from the previous school 
year to pay costs in the next 
school year. Because of how 
many snow days there were 
in January and February, a 
lot of reimbursement fund¬ 
ing has been delayed, so 
administrators don't yet 
know how much they will 
have available for the next 
year, Stone said. That means 
the full impact of imple¬ 
menting the cap can’t be 
known yet. 


“Our goal is to keep the 
program as in-tact as we 
can,” she said. 

The partnership between 
Lincoln County’s health 
department and school board 
is a unique one in Kentucky, 
Stone said. The nurses in the 
schools contract with the 
health department but are 
actually employees of the 
school system, which gives 
them a different "vantage 
point." 

“Health departments from 
around the state have 
stopped supporting school 
health programs because of 
their lack of support on a 
state level,” Stone said. 
“Lincoln County is pretty 
amazing in the determina¬ 
tion of community leaders to 
work together to do what it 
takes to make Lincoln 
County a better community 
and a great place to raise 
kids.” 

Stone said keeping the 
program around is very 
important because of all the 
positive impacts it has for 
the county. 

School nurses are able to 
treat kids on-site, which lets 
kids get back to class and 


allows parents to stay at 
work. Businesses benefit 
from that, too, Stone said. 

And Stone said the pro¬ 
gram is a vital part of 
Lincoln County’s attempts to 
improve its state health rank¬ 
ing — which is currently 
87th out of 120 counties. 

“That’s not where any of 
us want to be and the way to 
change that is to impact 
kids,” she said. 

The Lincoln County 
Board of Education will 
probably discuss the contract 
at its May 8 meeting, Stone 
said. 

Calico said the school 
board members have been 
made aware of what the 
board of health is proposing 
and the amended contract 
won’t come as a surprise. 

Stone said if the school 
board proposes or asks for 
any changes in the amended 
contract, it would have to 
come back before the board 
of health for another 
approval before it could be 
finalized. 

It would be good if the two 
boards could finalize the 
next contract before the end 
of June, Stone said.

The winter has passed, 
and it was a rough one in 
several ways. In addition to 
the snow and ice that, at 
times, made travel difficult, 
Kathryn spent two weeks 
in the hospital after which 
she came home showing 
little improvement. In the 
days following her release 
from the hospital, she, at 
times, appeared to be get¬ 
ting worse. Then, she left 
us. The situation was 
stressful. 

During those days, my 
first responsibility was to 
care for her and do whatev¬ 
er I could to help her. As I 
did what I had to do, I 
remembered that Paul 
wrote to his friends in 
Corinth and reminded them 
of “the hardships (he) suf¬ 
fered in the province of 
Asia.” In that situation, he 
was “under great pressure, 
far beyond (his) ability to 
endure, so that (he) 
despaired even of life.” In 
the situation I faced, I was 
not to that point, but I was 
under pressure and felt the 
weight of the situation 
upon me. 

Each morning during the 
worst of those days when I 


felt that pressure upon me, 
I would go, when I had an 
opportunity to do so, to my 
computer and read the mes¬ 
sages that poured in from 
around the world from my 
friends on at least three 
continents. While the 
wording was a little differ¬ 
ent, each one of those 
friends said the same thing: 
“I am paying for you and 
Kathryn.” I, too, was 
helped by their prayers. 

When I read those mes¬ 
sages from friends in Asia, 
Europe, North America, 
and nearby, indeed, my 
spirit was lifted and I was 
strengthened for the task 
before me by the comfort¬ 
ing, caring, and assuring 
words of those friends. 
Then, I remembered the 
other words of Paul when 
he wrote to his Corinthian 
friends about his situation, 
“You help us by your 
prayers.” 

A supporting bond that 
assures us that we are unit¬ 
ed by the prayers and con¬ 
cerns of our friends is 
strong and powerful. In all 
situations, it brings encour¬ 
agement and enables us to 
bear the burdens that weigh 
heavily us.

He 
was always making sure that 
the grass mowing was done 
on time and that the ceme¬ 
tery was looking its best. He 
also was on hand on the May 
30th weekend to help out of 
town people look for their 
loved ones gravesite and 


help out in any way that he 
could. He will be sadly 
missed by his wife Freda 
and all of his family. 

Violet Bell is the hardest 
one for me to write about. 
She was a wonderful 
Christian, wife, mother, 
daughter, sister, teacher, and 
friend. When David 
Gambrel spoke about her at 
her funeral, everyone agreed 
with him and he gave a great 
talk.

teacher for seven years in 
both elementary and high 
school. I only experienced 
her teaching for four years 
of high school and I would 
have enjoyed four more if I 
could. I read somewhere 
one time that a good 
teacher’s influence never 
ends and Violet Bell was 
certainly a GOOD 
TEACHER. 

She taught both I and my 
late husband Kerry and we 
taught our boys the things 
that she taught us and they 
have taught their kids and 
that influence has never 
ended for our family. When 
I would take her on outings 
to the grocery store, the 
doctor, shopping, the ceme¬ 
tery, etc. we would see at 
least two people that she 
had taught in the past. These 
people would come to her to 
talk or to give her a hug and 
she always knew them and 
could remember what kind 
of student they were and if 


they had lived up to their 
potential. 

She truly enjoyed her stu¬ 
dents. While her stay at 
McDowell Place in Danville 
she made many new friends 
and everyone spoke highly 
of her. On her first day at 
the Golden Living Center in 
Stanford, I met at least 10 of 
the workers there that she 
had taught in school and 
they also expressed their 
love for her as a teacher and 
as a person. Many people 
have told me and her that 
they only stayed in school 
because of her. That made 
her so very proud. I thought 
last Wednesday when she 
passed from this life that 
how wonderful it would be 
for all of us if we could say 
at the time of our passing 
that we had made as positive 
an influence on as many 
people as she did in her life. 
We will all miss you Violet 
Bell and we will always love 
you.

His message was enti¬ 
tled “Zacchaeus: Gospel 
Transformation” and was 
from Luke 19:1-10.

Zacchaeus was such a per¬ 
son - a tax collector. The 
Roman government ordered 
their tax collectors to collect 
the money owed to the 
Roman government; any 
extra money collected, the 
collectors could keep. Thus, 
tax collectors were a much 
hated people. Not only was 
Zacchaeus a tax collector; he 
was a chief collector and 
very rich. 

We all know from the song 
that Zacchaeus was a wee 
little man. When he found 
out that Jesus was coming to 
the city, he knew in order to 
see Him, he would have to 
find a way to get above the 
crowd. He climbed a tree in 
order to see Jesus. Much to 
his surprise, when Jesus 
passed by, He looked up into 
the tree and told Zacchaeus 
to come down for He was 
going to his house to eat 
with him. 

The townspeople were 
extremely surprised that 
Jesus would do this! But 
Jesus came to the world to 
seek out sinners. Zacchaeus 
promised to give half of his 


goods to the poor and if he 
had stolen anything, he 
would restore that four times 
the amount he had taken. 
Zacchaeus had a heart trans¬ 
plant because of his 
encounter with Jesus. 

The final points of Bro.

Zacchaeus climbed a tree 
because he was despised and 
rejected.

Raising taxes in current economic 
climate would be wrong move

FRANKFORT (March 28) 

— What a great week it has 
been for Lake Cumberland! 

On Tuesday, the House 
passed my resolution naming 
Kentucky the “Houseboat 
Capital of the World.” All it 
needs now is the Governor’s 
signature to be official. 

The houseboat industry has 
been a part our region’s history 
for as long as I can remember. 
The industry - and those who 
have pioneered it - is a critical 
part of our community. I want¬ 
ed to do something to honor 
them, their hard work and their 
dedication. And I wanted to 
help raise awareness and pro¬ 
mote tourism, allowing us to 
tell the world how great Lake 
Cumberland is by using one 
simple statement. We ARE the 
“Houseboat Capital of the 
World.” We are proud of it. 

On that same day, we 
received word that the Army 
Corps of Engineers (Corps) 
announced that Lake 
Cumberland can return to nor¬ 
mal levels. 

First of all, let me applaud 
the Corps for expediting its 
study of the Duskytail Darter 
to allow normal levels to return 
before tourism season begins. 
Often times, it’s important to 
let logic prevail and in this 
case, raising the level was the 
common sense thing to do for 
the community and the 
Commonwealth. Our business¬ 
es will no doubt get a boost 
from this announcement. The 
economy of our area will 
thrive. 

I appreciate all those who 
have worked so diligently to 
make this happen - including 
Congressman Rogers and 
Senators McConnell and Paul. 

And finally, on Thursday, SB 
66 - the Boater Freedom Act - 
passed the House and is on its 
way to the Governor to be 
signed. 

I filed SB 66 to help 
Kentucky’s marinas, lakes, 
waterways and tourism indus¬ 
try with the harassment that 
many boaters and tourists - 
and even some marina owners 

- have experienced at the hand 
of overzealous law enforce¬ 
ment. With an industry as large 
as boating tourism is in 
Kentucky, we simply cannot sit 
idly by and allow this harass¬ 
ment to run our visitors out of 
state and on to other waters 
that welcome them with open 
arms. 

SB 66 states that law 
enforcement officials must 
have reasonable and articulable 
suspicion that the law is being 
broken to stop or enter a boat. 
The bill does not negate the 
need for law enforcement offi¬ 
cials on Lake Cumberland and 
Kentucky’s other waterways. I 
am proud of our region, and I 
want to impose the best possi¬ 
ble impression on visitors so 
that they want to come back 
year after year and visit. 

The entire Lake Cumberland 
region and I are excited about 
the upcoming season. I look 
forward to seeing our commu¬ 
nity boom this summer - the 
first summer in seven years 
Lake Cumberland has been at 
normal level. 

There were many hot topics 
of conversation in Frankfort 


this week, but two in particular 
were the issues of snow days 
and the state budget. 

The House and Senate 
reached an agreement on how 
to deal with the large number 
of school days cancelled across 
the Commonwealth this winter. 
Our Education Committee has 
worked diligently to put 
together a plan that provides 
ultimate responsibility to the 
districts. The agreed plan val¬ 
ues education while protecting 
both students and taxpayers. 

Under the agreement, dis¬ 
tricts need to complete 1,062 
hours, whether it be by extend¬ 
ing the school day (not to 
exceed 7 hours) or using spring 
break days or other days. If by 
June 6, schools cannot achieve 
the minimum hours even after 
using all flexibility hours, the 
Education Commissioner will 
waive any remaining hours. If 
a school chooses, however, 
they can go after June 6 to 
complete all their hours. 

I’m glad an agreement has 
been reached. I we can now 
look at the overall issue of 
school calendars to see if there 
are improvements that can be 
made, while making sure we 
are putting our students first. 

Members of our caucus spent 
long hours this week working 
on a compromise between the 
Senate and House versions of 
the state’s budget. We are 
hopeful that a compromise will 
be reached soon. We are com¬ 
mitted to having a fiscally 
responsible, although austere, 
budget. 

The Senate budget is austere 
and fiscally responsible. Our 
version of the budget would 
only authorize $263 million in 
general fund debt, compared to 
more than a billion dollars in 
the House-approved version. 
We also cut proposed agency 
bonds by more than $700 mil¬ 
lion to $270 million over the 
biennium and prohibited debt 
structuring. 

One specific note about the 
budget - the Senate version of 
the budget included funding for 
Operation UNITE. This pro¬ 
gram has been critical in efforts 
to combat the scourge of drug 
abuse that has created an epi¬ 
demic in 32 counties in south¬ 
ern and eastern Kentucky. I 
appreciate the consideration 
this was given during the budg¬ 
et process. 

The House this week gave 
final passage to SB 108, which 
bans the sale of e-cigarettes to 
minors. As I’ve mentioned 
before, we need to do every¬ 
thing we can to protect our 
children. These products are 
new on the market, and their 
long-term effects aren’t known. 
I was glad to vote in support of 
this legislation. 

As the days in this session 
tick away, I wanted to take a 
moment to thank everyone in 
our district who has called or 
written to express your opinion 
on various pieces of legisla¬ 
tion. Your feedback is 
extremely important to me. 

I’m honored to represent you 
in the Senate. 


FRANKFORT (March 28) — 
This past week was the final full 
week of the 2014 Regular Session, 
leaving only a few days remaining 
until this year’s 60-day session 
comes to a close. 

Most activity this past week in 
the Capitol centered around talks 
between House and Senate leader¬ 
ship to hopefully reach a compro¬ 
mise on a new two-year budget for 
the Commonwealth, and a road 
plan of projects in Kentucky for the 
next six years. 

While there are several differ¬ 
ences between the Senate and 
House on these bills, one glaring 
difference is an issue many of us in 
the House took a stand against: 
raising taxes and increasing debt. 
The Senate budget and road plans 
removed the gas tax increase that I 
and many of my colleagues voted 
against simply because I believe it’s 
wrong to raise taxes in this trying 
economic climate. 

The Senate also reduced the 
amount of debt in the proposed 
budget, bringing our debt ratio 
level to around the same amount. 
The House Democrat Leadership 
wanted to put another $2 billion in 
new debt in the budget bill, and I 
voted ‘no’ because I didn’t want to 
put this additional burden on gener¬ 


ations of Kentuckians to come. 

While discussions continued on 
the budget bill and road plan, the 
House was busy passing several 
bills and sending 
them on to 
Governor 
Beshear’s desk as 
we approach the 
end of the session. 

One issue that 
has gained much attention is legis¬ 
lation granting local schools relief 
from the number of snow days 
missed this year. The House and 
Senate reached a compromise and 
passed House Bill 211, which 
allows school systems to dismiss on 
June 6th based on the number of 
days missed due to winter weather. 

Another bill the Governor signed 
into law this week is House Bill 
218 sponsored by Rep. Ken 
Upchurch, which will allow police 
officers to check a driver’s proof of 
insurance electronically and elimi¬ 
nating the need for motorists to 
carry a paper proof of auto insur¬ 
ance card. 

The House gave final passage 
this week on a bill designed to help 
those who deal with Epileptic 
seizures. Senate Bill 124 grants 
approval for a trial study on the use 
of cannabis oil to treat patients with 


seizures and related ailments. 

And legislation designed to honor 
and remember those who fought 
during ‘The Forgotten War’ was 
sent to the governor for 
his signature. Rep. 
Myron Dossett is the 
sponsor of HB 234 
which designates July 
27th as Korean War 
Armistice Day annually 
in Kentucky. 

As the final days wind down I 
expect more bills will go back and 
forth between the House and 
Senate, including hopefully a budg¬ 
et bill that is responsible and bal¬ 
anced for the people of the 
Commonwealth.

From cooking to crafts to cash management, a middle school teacher's class is giving students plenty of

Learning how to take a pallet, some 
jars and some wire and make a chan¬ 
delier is just one of the many projects 
Lincoln County Middle School stu¬ 
dents are taking on in the school’s Life 
Management course. 

“It’s crazy and wild and different 
and special, just like us,” said Cathy 
Hill, the teacher of the class, which is 
part health, part consumerism and 
financial literacy, and part career class. 
It has been trans¬ 
formed over the 
years due to budg¬ 
et cuts, curriculum 
changes and stu¬ 
dent needs. 

“It’s a big load, 
but I think I’m 
starting to figure 
out how to make it 
more efficient,” 

Hill said. 

“Mrs. Hill’s Life Skills” — as Hill 
calls it — focuses on nutrition, food 
preparation safety, childcare and 
career preparation, among other 
things. Students are even working on a 
greenhouse and learning how to be 
entrepreneurs. 

Students “love it,” said Hettie Hiter, 
an eighth grader. This is Hiter’s second 
year taking the class, which is required 
for all students. 

Each year, Hiter explained, the class 
has different projects to keep students 
interested. 

Projects that are completed in the 
class often are things found on 
Pinterest, sometimes using saws, glue 
guns and sewing machines. Before 
they start any of those projects, 
though, Hill stresses the safe way to 
use the tools needed. Safety is very 
important to her — if students are 
caught not following the directions 
and being safe, they are banned from 
the project. 

“One of my rules I have as a teacher 
is ‘What good is learning if you’re not 
safe?’ They have to be loved and they 


have to be safe,” Hill said. For exam¬ 
ple, “before I handed them a knife, I 
was like, this is how you cut.” 

“We use saws, we use glue guns, we 
use everything that you can imagine in 
here, so we have to go over safety ... I 
don’t want to do any project, no matter 
how exciting and how fun it is, if they 
can’t be safe with it,” she said. 

That emphasis on safety encourages 
responsibility among the teens, said 
Principal Debbie Sims. 

“What makes this class so great is 
that the kids are engaged in what they 
are doing. They like the 
fact that she expects 
them to be responsible 
— and they are. They 
love this class,” Sims 
said. “It’s her expecta¬ 
tion. She tells them 
straight up when they 
come in what her 
expectations are and 
what they have to do.” 
“I don’t think people 
realize how truly awesome middle 
school kids are,” Sims said. 

Hill does. 

“When they know your heart is in it 
and you’re here for them ... it’s spe¬ 
cial,” she said. 

“Ms. Hill makes it fun,” said Jacob 
Crank, a seventh grader taking the 
class for the first time. “It’s a good 
class.” 

Students were put to work last week 
as they made decorations for the class¬ 
room using recycled materials for 
Operation Preparation, which was held 
Thursday. Operation Preparation is an 
initiative from the Kentucky 
Department of Education and the 
Department of Workforce 
Development to introduce students in 
grades eight and 10 with trained com¬ 
munity advisors to discuss their goals, 
their targets and whether they are pre¬ 
pared to reach those goals. 

After the meeting, students became 
waiters and restaurant workers, as they 
helped prepare food, wait on the visi¬ 
tors and clean up afterward. 

“I teach careers. This is all about 


careers — how you prepare for the 
world of work. How better do you pre¬ 
pare for the world of work, than to 
work?” Hill said. 

Following the Operation 
Preparation meal, Hill’s class stored 
the extra food and was permitted to 
sell it to the middle school teachers for 
$2 a plate, which included students 
serving them the food and drinks. 

“The teachers were amazed,” she 
said. 

Between that meal and the sale of 
natural hand cream made by the stu¬ 
dents, Hill said they made more than 
$100, which will be used to fund more 
projects. 

She also teaches students to become 
entrepreneurs, making products like 
the hand cream. 

One of the projects students are 
working on takes old t-shirts to make a 
rug, which they hope to sell. The stu¬ 
dents in Hill’s class have opted to 
make a Captain America-themed rug, 
similar to one found on Etsy, an online 
shop that focuses on handmade and 
vintage items and allows contributors 
to set up their own storefronts on the 
Web. 

“They now know how to make rugs 
on the side, just hanging out, and they 
can sell them ... They are learning 
ways to just go home, take recyclable 
materials, hang out with some music, 
and make some cash,” she said. 

“We do our projects on a tiny, tiny, 
tiny budget and talk about how to do 
so much on a smaller budget. In this 
economy, I think everybody needs les¬ 
sons on that.” 

Overall, the trick to making the class 
work, Hill said, is to invest in the stu¬ 
dents. 

“If you love kids and you show them 
that you have high goals for them, that 
you believe in them and you invest in 
them and get them to believe that — 
it’s amazing what they will do for you 
and do for themselves. I see that in my 
class a lot. That’s why I do what I do,” 
she said. “When they come in, they 
feel safe, they feel cared about and 
they take off. That’s really special.” 


"I teach careers. This is 
all about careers — how 
you prepare for the world 
of work.

‘Operation Preparation’ 
has Lincoln 8th-graders 
planning for the future

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County Middle School 
Principal Debbie Sims is very 
happy with a trend she’s notic¬ 
ing among her eighth-graders. 

“They are very focused in 
on college and career readi¬ 
ness, and high school readi¬ 
ness as well,” she said. 

Sims doesn’t guess where 
that focus came from, she 
credits it directly to a special 
program — “Operation 
Preparation” — that pairs 
community volunteers with 
students for one-on-one con¬ 
versations about future aspira¬ 
tions and planning. 

“It definitely makes a differ¬ 
ence,” Sims said. “That’s why 
I was determined to do it 
again.” 

This was the second year for 
Operation Preparation, which 
was held over the course of a 
single morning last week. 
About 33 volunteers spent 
time with 285 eighth-grade 
students, talking about things 
like career aspirations and 
what it takes to make it after 
school. 

The volunteers reviewed 
test scores, looked at bench¬ 
marks, discussed good atten¬ 
dance and talked about their 
own careers with the students. 

“As a parent and as a com¬ 
munity member, I think it’s 
something that we need to do 
to provide at least an initiation 
for these kids into fields that 
we have experience in,” said 
Greg Baird, a manager of 
security operations for the 
Kentucky Lottery who retired 


from the Kentucky State 
Police. 

Baird said at least two of the 
students he talked with during 
Operation Preparation were 
interested in law enforcement 
careers, so he was ready to 
help answer their questions. 

Tee Ellis, a high school 
baseball coach who also vol¬ 
unteered, said he was happy to 
help provide some guidance to 
the kids he talked with. 

“Hopefully we can add to 
(their) knowledge and guide 
them towards where they’re 
wanting to go,” Ellis said. 

Operation Preparation 
organizer Colleen Benson said 
there hasn’t been any “arm- 
twisting” to find volunteers for 
the program — there are many 
in the Lincoln County commu¬ 
nity who understand what the 
program intends to accomplish 
and are more than willing to 
help out. 

Because the program went 
so well last year, it was “a no- 
brainer” to do it again this 
year, Benson said. 

Sims said Operation 
Preparation is a state initiative 
that will likely be mandated by 
the state soon in order to push 
schools to achieve better col¬ 
lege- and career-readiness 
numbers. When that mandate 
arrives, Lincoln County will 
be ahead of the curve because 
it’s already implementing the 
program now, she said. 

“I’m really thrilled with the 
community service in our 
schools right now,” Sims said. 

Operation Preparation is 
also being offered for 10th- 
graders at Lincoln County 
High School on April 10.

From B1 
thing.”

DANVILLE — Danville is 
having no trouble scoring runs 
this season, and the Admirals 
had an even easier time of it 
on Thursday. 

A stiff wind was blowing out 
at Admiral Field, and the 
home team’s hitters launched 
one fly ball after another into 
that jet stream in a 20-6 victo¬ 
ry over Lincoln County. 

Some of those fly balls land¬ 
ed between Lincoln fielders, 
some went over their heads 
and some went over the fence 
as the Admirals cranked out 
six extra-base hits and 16 hits 
in all in the five-inning game. 

It led to Danville’s biggest 
offensive output in almost 
four years, as the Admirals (6- 
1, 2-0 45th District) reached 
the 20-run mark for the first 
time since a 20-4 win over 
Taylor County on May 13, 
2010. 

Danville, which is ranked 
17th in the statewide coaches’ 
poll, has scored in double fig¬ 
ures five times in seven games 
and is averaging 11.4 runs per 
game, a full five runs higher 
than last season. 

“They’ve been swinging it, 
and I think they’re feeling 
pretty good about themselves. 
That’s a good thing, because 
usually early in the season 
pitchers are ahead of hitters,” 


Danville coach Paul Morse 
said. 

“I’m really happy with the 
way we’re swinging the bats 
and running the bases. This 
might be the most athletic 
team I’ve had at Danville one 
through nine, so they’ve been 
able to do some things that 
sometimes in years past we 
haven’t been able to do.” 

The Admirals made the most 
of a difficult day to play to win 
their second district game in 
as many days. Sustained 
winds were as high as 25 mph 
with gusts near 40 mph, and 
the wind changed direction 
frequently, though it usually 
blew out to center or right 
field. 

“It’s always a good day to 
hit,” said Mason Stamm, who 
had three hits and five RBIs 
for Danville. 

But Stamm, who played cen¬ 
ter field until coming in to 
pitch the final inning, said it 
was not a good day to be an 
outfielder. 

“That wind’s changing from 
right-center to straight out 
every pitch, and you’ve got to 
keep track of it,” he said. 

Lincoln (0-5, 0-1) had trou¬ 
ble with that, and coach Daryl 
Day said that the Patriots 
made things harder on them¬ 
selves as a result. The Patriots 
gave up six runs in the first 
inning but scored four of their 


own in the second before 
Danville used consecutive 
three-run innings to open an 
even larger lead. 

“It got ugly quick, but if you 
go back through the first three 
innings it didn’t look like 
that,” Day said. “Still, the 
inexperience is showing 
through. Fly balls that stay in 
the air four seconds have got 
to be outs. We can’t have 
those landing on the ground. 
You take that away from it, 
you take 10 or 15 pitches off 
(starter) Fogan Young in those 
first three innings and maybe 
he’s back out there in the 
fourth.” 

Instead, two Fincoln reliev¬ 
ers gave up eight runs in the 
fourth inning as Danville put 
the game far out of reach. 

Robert Rowland went 4-for- 
4 at the plate to lead the 
Admirals’ offense. Nick Serey 
had a two-run home run in the 
first inning and three hits and 
three RBIs in all, and Collin 
Harris hit a three-run homer in 
the third and finished with 
four RBIs. Hamilton Young 


also drove in two runs. 

Lincoln also had its best 
offensive day of the young 
season, using nine hits to 
score a season-best six runs. 

“We hit it pretty good. We 
didn’t have a lot of strikeouts, 
and even some of the at-bats 
where we had strikeouts, we 
had good at-bats,” Day said. 
“If you can take an at-bat 
seven or eight pitches, you 
don’t feel that bad about it.” 

Austin Smith had two dou¬ 
bles and two RBIs for the 
Patriots, who had five doubles 
in all, and Austin Greer and 
Nate Benson had two hits 
each. 

The Patriots knocked out 
Danville starter Brian Baxa 
after 1-2/3 innings, and 
Hamilton Young earned the 
win after allowing one run on 
four hits in 2-1/3 innings. 

Lincoln’s Logan Young 
allowed 12 runs on 12 hits in 
three innings.

Lake Cumberland reaching full pool this summer; good news for anglers 


FRANKFORT 
Biologists with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources predict the 
return of Lake Cumberland to 
its normal summertime level 
will prove a boon to fishing in 
the coming years. 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers announced Tuesday 
that the lake should return to 
its old level of 723 feet above 
sea level by mid-May. Fake 
Cumberland had been held at 
a lower level since 2007, 
while repairs to Wolf Creek 
Dam were underway. 

John Williams, southeastern 
fisheries district biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife, 
said the return of historic lake 
levels will boost fishing both 
in the lake and in the tailwater 
below it. 

“It is going to flood all of 
that shoreline cover that’s 
grown up during the draw¬ 
down,” he said. “It is going to 
help black bass, sunfish and 
crappie. They will utilize that 
cover now and it will make for 
fun fishing.” 


Nutrients provided by 
decaying plants will help fuel 
growth at the base of the food 
chain, a boost that biologists 
refer to as the “new lake 
effect.” 

Jeff Ross, assistant director 
of fisheries for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife, noted the surface 
area of the lake will grow 
from 37,000 acres at its lowest 
to 50,250 acres this summer. 

“This will greatly increase 
the amount of fishable water 
in the lake,” he said. “The 
backs of creeks, coves and 
areas in the upper end of the 
lake that were dry during the 
drawdown are now available 
for fishing. The fishing will 
get better each year for the 
next several years.” 

The higher lake level will 
expand the amount of oxy¬ 
genated, cool water that 
striped bass and walleye need 
to survive as the lake warms in 
late summer through early 
fall. 

“This will improve the 
water quality for these two 
species,” Williams said. “The 


regular releases will also ben¬ 
efit trout in the tailwater. It 
should get the tailwater back 
to what it was before the 
drawdown in a few years.” 

The plan to raise the lake to 
its old level stalled early this 
year, when researchers dis¬ 
covered the endangered 
duskytail darter had moved 
downstream from the Big 
South Fork of the Cumberland 
River while the water was 
down. Raising the lake could 
impact these fish. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers acted rapidly to 
complete a plan to ensure the 
survival of the darter. 

“The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers deserve a lot of 
credit,” said Ron Brooks, 
director of fisheries for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“They worked overtime to 
make this happen this quick- 

iy” 

Normally, it can take up to 
135 days for a review. In this 
case, a biologist opinion was 


issued in less than 45 days. 

Brooks said the duskytail 
darter will be monitored by 
the Corps for three years. 

As part of a remediation 
plan, the Corps also plans to 
rework two tributary streams 
to reduce the drainage of con¬ 
taminants into the Big South 
Fork and stabilize areas where 
trail crossings divert sediment 
into the water. 

“The return of the water is 
going to help the forage 
species, it will help fishing 
and will be much better than 
during the drawdown,” 
Brooks said. “The lake is on 
its way back now.”

Prevent grass tetany 


Cattlemen with live¬ 
stock in grass pastures in 
April and May should be 
aware of the possibility of 
grass tetany. Grass tetany, 
sometimes called grass 
staggers, is brought on by 
low blood magnesium 
(Mg) levels in the affected 
animal. Magnesium is one 
of the minerals required by 
cattle and it is involved in 
crucial metabolic func¬ 
tions such as the transmis¬ 
sion of nerve impulses and 
muscle contraction. About 
70 percent of the total 
body content of magne¬ 
sium is stored in bones and 
teeth and adequate blood 
levels of magnesium are 
dependent upon daily 
magnesium intake. 

Lush, rapidly growing 
forages, especially grass 
species, tend to be low in 
magnesium. High soil 
potassium levels have a 
negative effect on soil Mg 
uptake by plants. Many 
soils in our area tend to be 
low in magnesium to begin 
with and under cool, wet 
conditions that are typical 
in the spring of the year, 
rapidly growing grass 
plants will absorb excess 
potassium before magne¬ 
sium. This leads to lower 
Mg content in those plants. 
Pastures fertilized with 
nitrogen in the spring can 
also be a contributing fac¬ 
tor to grass tetany because 
nitrogen increases grass 
growth and may limit soil 
Mg availability. High 
intake of nitrogen and 
potassium in the diet with 
marginal magnesium 
intake is associated with 
grass tetany. 

There are also factors on 
the animal side of the 


equation that increase the 
risk of grass tetany. A 
cow’s requirement for 
magnesium increases after 
calving. Cows with nurs¬ 
ing calves that are under 
four months of age are at 
greatest risk for grass 
tetany when they are graz¬ 
ing lush, rapidly growing 
grass pastures. Steers, 
heifers, dry cows and cows 
with calves over four 
months in age are all at 
lower risk for grass tetany. 
In general, mature animals 
are more at risk than young 
animals because mature 
animals are not able to 
mobilize Mg from bones 
like a young animals when 
blood Mg levels drop. 

The first signs of grass 
tetany in the animal are 
restlessness, nervousness 
and flightly behavior. 
There may be twitching of 
the skin and muscles that 
progress to muscle spasms 
and convulsions. The 
affected animal may 
exhibit loss of coordina¬ 
tion and stagger around. 
Eventually the animal will 
collapse, lie on her side 
and paddle with her front 
legs. Death occurs as a 
result of respiratory failure 
during a seizure. Although 
the symptoms are known, 
many cattle owners find a 
dead animal before 
observing symptoms 
because the interval 
between the first symp¬ 
toms and death can be as 
short as four to eight 
hours. If symptoms are 
detected treatment 

involves administering 
supplemental magnesium, 
either intravenously as a 
calcium magnesium glu¬ 
conate solution or as an 


enema with solution of 
magnesium chloride dis¬ 
solved in water. It should 
be noted that even if an 
animal recovers from grass 
tetany, that animal will be 
more prone to grass tetany 
in the future. 

The best way of dealing 
with grass tetany is 
through prevention. High 
risk animals grazing lush, 
rapidly growing grass pas¬ 
tures should be provided 
with supplemental magne¬ 
sium. Generally this is 
done in a mineral mix, 
using magnesium oxide or 
magnesium sulfate. 

Cattlemen should switch 
to a high magnesium con¬ 
tent mineral mix in the 
spring of the year. 

Some other practices to 
reduce the risk of grass 
tetany include: 

•providing legume/grass 
mix pastures of cattle to 
graze in the spring, espe¬ 
cially lactating cows with 
young calves. 

•managing grazing so 
that animals are grazing 
plants greater than six 
inches in height. 
Magnesium becomes more 
available in mature vs. 
younger plants. Some of 
the key factors associated 
with grass tetany have 
been mentioned in this 
article. Understanding 
those factors can help cat¬ 
tlemen take management 
steps to prevent grass 
tetany.

Farm Bill increases opportunity for producers 


Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack announced increased 
opportunity for producers as 
a result of the 2014 Farm 
Bill. A fact sheet outlining 
modifications to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
(USD A) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Farm Loan 
Programs is available here. 

“Our nation’s farmers and 
ranchers are the engine of 
the rural economy. These 
improvements to our Farm 
Loan Programs will help a 
new generation begin farm¬ 
ing and grow existing farm 
operations,” said Secretary 
Vilsack. “Today’s 

announcement represents 
just one part of a series of 
investments the new Farm 
Bill makes in the next gener¬ 
ation of agriculture, which is 
critical to economic growth 
in communities across the 
country.” 

The Farm Bill expands 
lending opportunities for 
thousands of farmers and 
ranchers to begin and contin¬ 
ue operations, including 
greater flexibility in deter¬ 
mining eligibility, raising 
loan limits, and emphasizing 
beginning and socially dis¬ 


advantaged producers. 

Changes that will take 
effect immediately include: 

•Elimination of loan term 
limits for guaranteed operat¬ 
ing loans. 

•Modification of the defi¬ 


nition of beginning farmer, 
using the average farm size 
for the county as a qualifier 
instead of the median farm

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USDA prepares to accept requests; sets loan rates 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) will 
begin accepting requests for 
marketing assistance loans 
(MALs) and loan deficiency 
payments (LDPs) for eligible 
2014 commodities. Notice of 
the authorization is published 
in today’s Federal Register. 

MALs and LDPs for the 
2014 crop year become avail¬ 
able to eligible producers 
beginning with harvest/shear¬ 
ing season and extending 
through a specific commodi¬ 
ty’s final loan availability 
date. 

Sugar commodity loans for 
2014 crop will be available to 
sugar processors beginning 
Oct. 1, 2014. 

MALs and LDPs provide 
financing and marketing 
assistance for wheat, feed 
grains, soybeans, and other 
oilseeds, pulse crops, rice, 
peanuts, cotton, wool, mohair 
and honey. MALs provide 
producers interim financing 
after harvest to help them 
meet cash flow needs without 
having to sell their commodi¬ 
ties when market prices are 
typically at harvest-time 
lows. Allowing farmers to 
store their products at harvest 
facilitates a more orderly 
marketing of commodities 
throughout the year. A pro¬ 
ducer who is eligible to 
obtain a loan, but agrees to 
forgo the loan, may obtain an 
LDP if such a payment is 
available. 

Marketing loan provisions 
and LDPs are not available 


for sugar and extra-long sta¬ 
ple cotton. 

The 2014 Farm Bill also 
establishes payment limita¬ 
tions per individual or entity 
not to exceed $125,000 annu¬ 
ally on certain commodities 
for the following program 
benefits: price loss coverage 
payments, agriculture risk 
coverage payments, market¬ 
ing loan gains (MLGs) and 
LDPs. These payment limi¬ 
tations do not apply to MAL 
loan disbursements. Please 
consult your local FSA office 
for details. 

Adjusted Gross Income 
(AGI) provisions were modi¬ 
fied by the 2014 Farm Bill, 
which states that a producer 
whose total applicable three- 
year average AGI exceeds 
$900,000 is not eligible to 
receive an MLG or LDP. 

The 2014 Farm Bill estab¬ 
lishes national loan rates for 
the 2014 crops of wheat, feed 
grains, oilseeds, pulse crops, 
milled rice, peanuts, extra- 
long staple cotton, wool, 
mohair, sugar and honey. 
The 2014 Farm Bill requires 
the upland cotton base quali¬ 
ty loan rate to be determined 
annually according to the 
applicable statutory provi¬ 
sions. The 2014 crop loan 
rates are:
